“THE USE OF OATHS. 


Forms in Use in Various Countries as a 
Pledge of Loyalty for Legislative 
Bodies. 

Apropos of the Bradlaugh affair, the Lond- 
on Standard publishes the following sum- 


| mary of the declarations of allegiance made 


by members of the Legislature of the coun- 
tries mentioned: “In France, since the 
abolition of the Empire on the 4th of Sep- 
tember, 1870, no oath or affirmation has been 
administered in any form to members of the 
Legislature of the Republic. Nor is there 
any formality which might be regarded as 
an equivalent. Under the Empire new mem- 
bers made a deciaration to the following ef- 
fect: ‘lL swear fidelity to i 
the Constitution.’ But the name of the Deity 
was not included. | 
The members of the German Parliamen 
take no oath, nor do they make any affirima- 
tion whatsoever. The members of the Prus- 
sian and most other State Parliaments take 
an oath of loyalty beginning with the words: 
I swear by God the Omnipotent and Oninis- 
cient,’ and 8 with the words, 80 
may God help me.“ To this latter formula 
those-who wish it may add, Through Jesus 
Christ, to eternal bliss, Amen.’ Any one re- 
fusing to take the oath, or commen upon 
it, would undoubted! be excluded from the 
Prussian and other State Parliaments. In 
conformity, however, with the laws regulat- 
the administration of oaths in civil and 
criminal courts, an exception would be made 
in the case of persons ging to recog- 
nized theistie religious communities, who, 
like certain Mennonite and Jewish sects, re- 
gard the name of the Deity as too awful to 
be invoked in the transaction of secular 
business. In cases a simple aflirma- 
tion would be regarded as equivalent to an 
oath. The omission of any oath in the Ger- 
man Parliament is oceasioned by the wish to 
avoid delicate question as to the amount 
of loyalty due to the Emperor, in contradis- 
tinction to State sovereigns.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 20.—The statistics of 
wealth, debt, and taxation of the State of 
Wisconsin, the first State table of this kind 
completed at the Census Bureau, was to-day 
made public by Mr. W. R. P. Porter, the spe- 
cial agent in charge of that branch of the 
census work. The report shows that the as- 
sessed valuation in the State of Wisconsin is 
as follows:

The estimated true value of the real estate 
according to the calculations made in the 
Census Office is $502,562,398. No estimate has 
yet been made on the true value of personal 
property, nor will this be done until the 
farming, industrial, and trade statistics are 
completed and on file in the Census Office.

BRITISH DEFEATS. 


Some of the Engagements in Which the 
rtp Were Beaten, 
Pali (London) Gazette. 

There are only two wars in our history in 
which we can be said to have withdrawn 
beaten from the field. The Hundred Years’ 
War with France terminated in the final and 
utter discuinfiture of attempts to establish 
ourselves in that country. We fought seven 
obstinate years to prevent the independence 
of the States, and failed, From all other 
contests we have either emerged vietorious 
or the uffair has ended in a tie. But the num- 
ber Of partial defeats we have had te endure 
in the course of long wars is hardly realized 
by members.of the Rule Britannia” school.

Hallam considers that the naval glory of 
England can first be traced in a continuous 
track of light” from the period of the Com- 
moh wealth; and that is about the case. But 
the beginnings of that period were singularly 
inauspicious. It was on the Wthof Novem- 
ber, 1652, that Van Tromp surprised and de- 
feated our fleet in the Downs. Next day he 
hdisted the broom at his masthead ; but we 
were not swept long from the Channel. In 
February of the following year Blake came 
up with Dutch Admiral off Portsmouth 
and totally defeated him, capturing or de- 
stroying eleven ships of war and thirty mer- 
chantmen. In June he again attacked them 
off the North Foreland, when sueh a spectacle 
was witnessed as we can never hope to see 
in these days,—two fleets of about 100 men- 
of-war each engaging. Six Dutch ships were 
taken and eleven sunk. The rest escapet 
into the Calais Roads, The Dutch 
were shown no merey. ‘They bravely reas- 
sembled the remains of their fleet and sped 
north wards, but were attacked off their own 
const in August. In this action they lost 
thirty ships, and the gallant Tromp was 
kille Other triumphs followed under the 
Protectorate and the earlier years ot the Res- 
toration; but Charles IL.’s Government 
ended by so scandalously mismanaging 
things that De Ruyter one day sailed up the 
Thames and destroyed several English ships 
of war. The sound of the cannon could be 
heard at Whitehall; but the King was amus- 
ing himself the while by chasing a blue bot- 
tle fly, which, it is understood, he ultimately 
captured, not without assistance from cer- 
tain members of his Court who have aequired 
an unenviable notoriety. This was in 1667; 
but the Dutch were not long to brag of the 
humiliation they had inflicted onus. The 
long conflict with Holland for gre pag at 
sea was finally decided six years later, when 
she for pally conceded us the honor of the 
flag sale.

sea,—notably off Beachy Head in 1690, an 
event which caused a panie in London, hor 
was our prestige Sour ge hee till two years 
later, when Admiral Russell gained the 
reat victory of La Hogue.

The most interesting treatise which Cicere 
has bequeathed to us was discovered amid a

Bishop of Lodi, early In the fifteenth cen- 
tury; and the only valuable manuseript of 
Dioscorides was, when found in a similar 
state, “so thoroughly riddled with insects,” 
writes Lambecius, “that one would have 
scarcely stooped to pick it up in the streets 
had one seen it lying tnere.““ Had the in- 
sects been able to enjoy a heartler meal, the 
“botany of the ancients”? would have been 
almost a blank to us. Livy—or, 
rather, what remains of him (for out 
of 142 books we have, alas, only thir- 
ty-five)—was picked up piecemeal. Thus 
part of the fourth decade was found in the 
Cathedral Church of St. Martin at Mayence; 
another portion, containing Books 41 to 44, in 
an outef-the-way corner in Switzerland, 
while part of Book 91 was found lurking 
under the writing of another manuscript in 
the Vatican. One of Horace’s ‘Odes (Book 
IV., Ode 8) was found sticking to an early 
impression of Cicero’s “ Offices,” though 
not of course a unique impression, still the 
earliest we have. Part of the Odyssey” of 
Homer—i. e., 800 lines of Book 18—was 
found grasped in the hands of a mummy at 

onfalout. A very singular discover) in 
the fifteenth century created for the moment 
the impression that the lost books of Livy 
were on the point of turning-up again.

On land we have proved ourselves second 
to none, without being able to claim a decis- 
ive superiority over France.

The carnage was fearful on both 
oecasions, about 34,000 men being put hors de 
combat on those two days.

In times when great works were unique, 
it hg we regret to say, by no means uncoin- 
mon for the possessor of a manuscript to 
transcribe whole passages, and, destroying 
the original, to make them pass for his own. 
Thus Leonardo: Aretino, believing himself 
to be the sole 8 of a history of the 
Gothic War, by Proéopius, translated it into 
Latin and passed himself off for the original 
author. hus there is good reason to believe 
that Petrus Alcyonius transcribed into a 
treatise of his own whole paragraphs from 
the De Gloria” of Cicero, and then made 
away with it that his base plagiarism might 
not be detected. 

Every one knows how Sir Robert Cotton 
rescued the original manuscript of Magna 
Charta from the hands of a common tailor 
who Was cussing it up for patterns. As this 

nly not unique, we should 
only have had to regret the loss of a curi- 
osity. The valuable collection of the Thurloe 
state-papers would probably have remained 
a secret ta the world had it not been for the 
tumbling in of the ceiling of some old cham- 
bers in Lincoln’s Inn, wherethose documents 
had for some reason or other been concealed. 
In the secret drawer of a chest the curious 
manuscripts of Dr. Dee, the occult philoso- 
pler, lurked unsuspected for years, Many

Why was this? The masters had been 
taken unawares or unprovided, and absented 
themselves through defiance or l- humor;

William A. Ellory Assaultedinua Broad- 
way Business-fiocuse—- The Woman 
Arraigned and Seleased on Her 
. Promise to Keep the Peace—Sequei to 


a Remarkable Scene at a New Jersey 


Rallway Station—The Story Told by 
the Woman. 0 
New York Sun, Oct. 30. 

On Tuesday afternoon last a woman in 
costly attire and wearing diamonds entered 
the store of S. C. Herring & Co., at No, 251 
Broadway, and asked to see William A. El- 
lory. Mr. Ellory and the woman had some 
conversation, and then the woman suddenly 
drew from under her cloak a new rawhide 
and struck Mr. Ellory several blows across 
his face and head, leaving livid marks on his 


cheek. 

„That will teach you to lie to me and to lie 
about me,“ she said excitedly. 

Frank Herring, a member of the firm, en- 
deavored to pacify the woman. 

„Po not speak to me, she sald. Youare 
as bad as he is in permitting this deception to 
go on; and then she slowly walked out of 
the store. 

William A. Ellory married Miss Maria 
UHerrmg, a daughter of Silas C. Herring, the 
head of the firm of S. C. Herring & Co. The 
woman who assauited him is Mrs, Florence 
A. Merrill. Mr. Ellory and his wife and 
Mrs. Merrill were the parties to the scene 
in Elizabeth, N. J., on Monday night, 
an account of which has been published. 
Mr. and Mrs. Ellory were met at the 
Union Depot by Mrs. Merrill, and the latter 
endeavored to induce Mr. Ellorx to listen to 
her appeals. Mr. Ellory and Mrs. Merrill 
were arrested’ by Policeman Ritter, and ex- 
amined before Chief of Police Yates and 
Prosecuting Attorney Fay, and were subse- 
quently discharged. Mr. and Mrs. Ellory 
remained that night in Elizabeth, and Mrs. 
Merrill returned to this city under the escort 
of Chief Yates and Sergt. Flannigan. 

On Wednesday, after Mrs. Merrill had 
horsewhipped Mr. Ellory, he procured a 
warrant from Justice ay accusing 
Mrs. Merrill of assault and battery. On 
the following day, accompanied by her 
counsel, ex-Assemblyman Peter Mitchell, 
Mrs. Merrill went to the Tombs Police Court. 
In one of the examination rooms she met 
Mr. Ellory and his relative and coun- 
sel, John A. Foley. Mr. Ellory told the story 
of the horsewhipping. He said when 
Mrs. Merrill came in he told her that he had 
no desire to speak to her, and thereupon she 
drew the whip and struck him. He said “gr 
he did not desire to have her punished, if 
she would promise to keep away from his 
place of business and cease annoying him. 

Mr. Mitchell said that his client was not 
prepared to make such a promise; that he 
was weil aware that no word was an excuse 
for an assault, but there were grievances 
that rendered an assault excusable. Ile 
wished, he said, to state Mrs. Merrill's case. 
She had been divorced from her husband, 
and, while is? Boston, four years ago, was 
introduced to Mr. Ellory by a man named 
Ryder. Mr. Ellory told her that he had a 
suit for divorce against his wife, who, he 
said, was addicted to drinking. Mr. Ellory 

ained Mrs. Merrill’s confidence, and then 

trayed her under promise of marriage as 
soon as the divorce should be obtained, 
which, he said, was in the court. Latelyshe 
had learned that he had not made any at- 
tempt to procure a divorcee, but was living 
with his wife. Half crazed by the know 
edge that the man whom she had loved had 
deceived her, she made the assault. Mr.

Mr. — was found by a Sun reporter 
yesterday in the store of Herring & Co., 
where he is a salesman. He is a tal, well- 
proportioned man, perhaps 40 years old, with 
a heavy light-brown mustache and large gray 
eyes, behind gold-rimmed eyeglasses.

A MERMAID. 


The Strange Creature Brought Here by 
a Gentleman from Japaun—What the 
Curiosity Looks Like.

Mr. Charles A. Doyle is a San Franciscan 
lately returned from Japan. He is regis- 
tered at the Lindell Hotel from Yokohama, 
and, in addition to the interest that attaches 
to him, owing to the strange country he 
hails from, he enjoys the further distinction 
of being known “as.the man with the mer- 
maid.” A Globe-Democrat reporter learned 
that Mr. Doyle not only enjoyed the distinc- 
tion mentioned, but really is the possessor of 
a genuine mermaid. The reporter hunted 


p Mr. Doyle, and had a pleasant chat with 
Um. 

The mermaid was a wonderful-looking 
thing, almost hideous to look upon, but pos- 
sessing a powerful attraction for the be- 
holder, owing to the queer amalgamation of 
species displayed in its formation. Those 
who have seen the old-time geography illus- 
tration, which has recently been used as a 
trade-mark for a certain patent hair restora- 
tive, and which represents mermaid ris- 
ing from the sea and combing her iong locks 
with one hand, while in the other she holds a 
small looking-glass, can recall this picture 
and thereby form an idea of what the present 
monstrosity looks like, barring, however, the 
beauty, which is a distinguishing trait of the 
ideal mermaid, Mr. Doyle’s strange curios- 
ity is half human, half fish. The head, chest, 
abdomen, and arms are unmistakably hu- 
man, but from the abdomen down the creat- 
ure is a fish, scaly, finny, and formed like 
the extremities of a dweller in the water. The 
arms are covered with scales to the wrist, and 
the backs of the small hands have the 
same scaly covering to the 


comfort happiness. 


’ finger-tips. 
The head is small as of a baby, but 
is perfect in every detatl:. the forehead does 
not recede, but is high straight, and is o 
the class tliat indicates an unusual d of 
intelligence. The eyes are soft, swimmy, 
and lightless as those of a fish; but 
mouth, the ears, the nose, and in fact all the 
other features, are pronouncedly human, 
regular, clear cut, and as perfect as a beauti- 
ful woman’s face. A light covering of 
brown hair, several inches in length, and 
eyebrows ol the same color, are 

only hirsute appendages. The spinal 
column is clearly seen Spreng - up to 
the base of the skull and falling down the 
back until it is lost in the fishy extremity. 
Ten ribs are easily counted upon the breast, 
and the mammalian female development for 
feeding the young is readily discernable. 
The mermaid measures almost three feet 
from the crown of the head to the extremity 
of the caudal fin, and is said to be larger 
than the only other specimen of the kind 
euer seen in this country. This other 
mermaid is now on exhibition in the 
New York Aquarium, and attracts 
a vast amount of attention from scientists as 
well as from the general public. 

Mr. Doyle is very proud of his mermaid, 
‘and, although a great many attempts have 
been made to induce him to sell the curious 
creature, he has thus far refused to part 
with her. He says the monstrosity has been 
subjected to the closest scrutiny by scientists 
of the Pacific Slope, ali oft whom have pro- 
nounced her the most wonderful natural 
phenomenon ever brought to their notice, 
and have concurred in declarmg mermaids 
no longer myths. The curiosity was capt- 
ured two years ago by three fishermen near 
Urishaba, in the great inland sea. 
They had seen her many times and had 
made many attempts to capture her, 
and suceeeded in taking her only after 
the most persistent efforts. When taken she 
was piaced in the museum at Tokio, and re- 
mained there for a year and a halt. She had 
been heard by the fisherman to sing a pecu- 
liar song while on the rocks, but never spoke 
except to feebly try to articulate after her 
capture. She was fed on a peculiar seaweed, 
the secret of which is known only to the 
| Japanese, and thrived under the great care 
taken of her. Mr. Doyle purchased her from 
the authorities of Tokio at the extravagaut 
figure of 5,000 sats or dollars. The purchase 
was made to satisfy a sudden desire to pos- 
sess the strange creature, and Mr. Doyle does 
not know what special advantage he enjoys 
in being one of the very few men who own a 
mermaid, :

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COLOGNE’S CATHEDRAL. 


A Brilliant Ceremony at Its Comple- 


tion—The Work Begun Six Hundred 


Years Ago Finished in the Presence 
of the German Emperor—A Grand 
Historical Procession — Illuminating 


the Spir e. 
New York Times. 


CoL ONE. Oct. 15.—Three days ago I was 
in the Chapter louse of the Hospital of St. 
John at Bruges, looking at the wonderful 
pictures of Hans Memling. Prominent 
among them are the ornamentations of the 
reliquary of St. Ursula, a wooden chest 
made to hold the arm of the saint, and cov- 
ered with the most beautiful miniature paint- 
ings, six of which represent her legend, In 
two of thse are representations of the Ca- 
thedral of Cologne, as it appeared in the 


fifteenth century, with the famous wooden. 


crane on the summit of the half-com- 
pleted tower. Itis hard on 300 years since 
that reliquary was painted, and it 
is not yet thirteen years since the old crane 
was removed to make way for modern ma- 
chinery. It was already an old crane when 
Memling saw it, for work was suspended on 
the cathedral in 1500, and was not fairly 
resumed until 1842. The crane, indeed, stood 
in its place until 1868, and was an object of 
superstition to the people of Cologne. The 
half-finished church had been begun in 1248, 
and the choir was consecrated in 1322. This 
is still, to my mind, the noblest part of the 
building, built just after the best period of 
Gothic art. It displays that infinit variety 


of detail | 
sign which distinguishes ancient from mod- 
ern Gothic. It would seem as if in our own 
age there were not enough richness of ar- 
tistic invention to give individuality to 
every window and every capital, and 
vet to bring all parts of the build- 

into harmony. But 1 do not 
intend to discuss the artistic features of 
the building. It is, indeed, a noble and im- 
pressive cathedral, one of the largest in the 
world. Today, @2 years after the first 


foundation was laid, the last stone has been 


placed upon the spire, and that stone towers 

511 feet above the ground, completing the 

eng monument, if 1 mistake not, ever built 
man. 

It is, indeed, a day of high festival in Co- 
logne. Nor has a guest worthy of the occa- 
sion been wanting. The aged Kaiser, un- 
contestably the most remarkable sovereign in 
Europe, has invited all his dependent Princes 
to the ceremony, and but few have declined 


to come ut his summons. We are looking 


out on the Domhof, that great square on the 
south of the cathedral which the visitor to 
Cologne for many years past has seen di- 
vided between build materials and vatlets 
de place. To-day a great scaffolding has 
been erected around three sides of it, the 
fourth side being occupled by the cathedral 
itself, and by some small buildings probably 
put up for the workmen. A space as wide 
as a narrow street is left between this 
seaffolding and the houses, and here 
the public is still walking to andfro. At the 
furthest corner from the window where we 
are sitting is the imperial pavilion, gay with 
flags and draperies. ‘The seats in the 
square are slowly filling. The Imperial party 
is to hear a service at the Church of the 
Trinity, for the celebration labors under the 
difficulty that, whereas this is a Catholic 
cathedral, the Court of Prussia is Protestant. 
the Emperor has gone off to say his y- 
ers at the Lutheran Church, and will re- 
ceived at the west door of the cathedral by 
and by, first by the Bullding Committee and

after which he will come out at the south 
door just at our left, and cross the square to 
the imperial pavilion. And now, the shower 
hav long since stop and left ‘only a 
lowering sky, comes the band of the white 
cuirassiers, escorting the carpenters, build- 
ers, and slaters.

With tne broad yellow ribbon of 
the Order of the Black 1 over his dark- 
blue uniform, wearing a white-plumed hel- 
met, he comes down the steps. The Em- 
ress ison his arni. Behind him comes the 
Ling of Saxony, in blue; the Crown Prince, 
in a white cuirassier, uniformed, and a brill- 
lant train. They advance to the pavilion. 
A paper is read to them. The Kaiser seats 
himself ata small table. I can see his hand 
move as he signs the paper. He takesso long 
that it must be something more than a signa- 
ture. The Empress follows him at the writing- 
table. Then comes the of Saxony, 
the Duke of Saxe- Weimar, the Crown Prince, 
who also writes a long while;*the Crown 
Princess, still in half-mourning for her son 
and her sister. As they write there comes a 
burst of vocal music. The Emperor, having 
done his share for the moment, steps out in 
front of the Imperial box and talks and shakes 
hands with various persons. Cover your- 
selves, gentlemen,” and on go the hats. Mean- 
while the singing continues. We can see 
Prince Henry, the young sailor son of the 
Crown Prince, writing, and his mamma stand- 
ing over him, and apparently criticising his 
style or his penmanship. o they all put 
appropriate sentiments over their signa- 
tures? At least the “tall highest lordlinesses” 
show some interest in the paper, and look 
over each other’s shoulders. can see the 
flutter of blotting-paper; they turn the page 
and the writing goes on. This document is 
to be deposited in the last stone at the top of 
the south tower. 

Now the signing is over, and the paper, in 
a cylindrical box that looks like tin, but may 
be silver, has started for the top of the spire. 
The Kaiser is reading an address. At this 
distance we can see his lips move with a 
field-glass, but can hear no sound of his 
voice.

But at last the crowd 
has turned round and faces us. The box 
has evidently arrived. Yet the Governor 
still goes on with his address. At last it is 
over. Then comes another shorter speech. 
And now a man in black coat steps 2 to the 
Kaiser. “We only await your Majesty's 
permission,” or words to that c.“ect. roll 
of paper is waved, and all eyesin the sea of 
heads before us are turned to the tower. In 
a few minutes itis over—the work of more 
than 600 years.
